The Nazi plan to counter the 
Allied drive in Tunisia proposed to 
make use of Spain in one or more 
of three ways: 


(1) Active Spanish interven- 
tion on the side of the Axis; 

(2) German occupation of the 
Balearic Islands to dominate the 
western Mediterranean; and 

(3) Right of way for Nazi 
forces to invest Gibraltar and 
occupy key points in Spain and 
Spanish Morocco. 

Hitler, I am informed, is putting 
forward his demands through 
Count von Schulenburg, newly 
arrived Nazi Ambassador to Madrid. 
In brief, those demands are, so far 
as I can gather: 

(1) If active Spanish interven- 
tion is impossible, only token 

sistance must be offered in the 
event of a Nazi swoop on the 

Balearics or through Spain; 

(2) If no “ official ” Nazi entry 
into Spain itself is made for poli- 
tical reasons, the Spanish Gov- 
ernment must remain blind to 
the use of their bases and har- 
bour facilities by U-boats, espe- 
cially Bilbao in the north, and 
Cadiz in the south; 

(3) If Franco obstructs he will 
be replaced by pro-Nazi ex- 
Foreign Minister Serrano Suner, 
and Spain will immediately have 
to pay for the cost of German 
help in the Civil War; 

(4) If Franco plays ball, he will 
be firmly established, with or 
without a monarchy as he 
pleases.

This is not the actual position, 
however. Germany and Italy have 
lost the war already. They know 
it. Hitler’s miserable, uninspired 
and pitiful broadcast on “ Heroes’ 
Day ” still held out hopes of final 
victory to the German people, but 
its burden was sheer lamentation 
and self-excuse, 

It is true that Russia's man- 
power is sorely strained; true that 
the Axis will not be driven from 
Tunisia except after the most 
desperate fighting at heavy cost; 
and bitterly true that the U-boat 
campaign is causing us dreadful 
loss. 

But it is no less true that 
Rommel is commanding a “ suicide 
army”; that the Nazis’ only hope 
in this theatre of war is to delav 
our inevitable victory; and that 
Germany is bleeding to death on 
the Eastern Front no matter how 
the tide of battle ebbs and flows. 


* 
A: this being so, it must 


surely follow that the 
risk of being caught un- 
prepared for peace is greater 


than the risk of waiting for vic- 
tory before we have any matured 
plans at all. 

Churchill has outlined some of 
his projects for international 
action after victory. He has 
wisely stressed the vital import- 
ance of concerted action by 
Britain, America and Russia. 

Moreover, Mr, Anthony Eden, 
charged with a fateful mission to 
Washington, is believed already 
to have smoothed out some of the 
differences between the States 
and the Soviets and to have laid, 
or helped to lay, the foundations 
for a Four-Power Conference in 
the near future. 

“Man o’ the People” agrees 
that it would be useless at this 
stage to enter into questions of 
local frontiers or to pledge our- 
selves to the strict and complete 
restoration of pre-war sovereign- 
ties. 

There is, indeed, much to be said 
for the final formation of a Coun- 
cil of Europe and another Council 
of Asia, together with a re-group- 
ing of small countries into federa- 
tions which could talk to the 
Great Powers on relatively equal 
terms. 

But it may be that all these 
grandiose projects will stand or 


fall in accordance with the wil- 
lingness of the two big Demo- 
cracies, Great Britain and the 


United States, to stand by the 
principles of the Atlantic Charter 
and, as far as possible, to imple- 
ment Roosevelt's Four Freedoms 
among their own peoples without 
quibbling and without delay.
